AGNIFICENT VICTORIES OF THE 

Russians on the battlefields have raised 
Russian prestige to heights never before 
known, Recognizing this, Canadian Social- 
ists are trying to cadge whatever reflected 
glory they can from the Russians. 

The argument being used by the C.C.F. 
in essence judges social systems by military 
prowess.

With it, it could be proved that 
the German system was superior to the 
French social system because the Nazis de- 
feated France, and the social and political 
systems of Norway, Holland, Belgium and 
Czechslovakia were inferior and less de 
sirable than the German. 

This is putting it bluntly, something the 
C.C.F.’ers never do, They beat around the 
bush and skate around the edges.

HE NEWLY-FORMED HUNGARIAN 

Council headed by Count Michael Karolyi | 
threatens to face the British government | 
with another dilemma similar to the Anglo- 
Russian disagreement on Polish recognition. 
Except for the council of German officers 
in Moscow, this is the only organized group 
of Aix or Axis-satellite nations working for | 
the Allied cause in an Allied capital. | 

It is likely that the Hungarian Council 
may be able to aid Britain with its program 
for overthrowing the present puppet gov- 
ernment and encouraging the underground 
in local resistance, sabotage and co-opefa- 
tion with Marshal Tito’s Partisans and other 
anti-Nazi forces near Hungary. But the 
council will need Britain's help. In giving 
the help Britain will doubtless be strength- 
ening the ties of Central Europe with Rus- 
sia which has raised an issue for Britain in 
Poland’s case.

LETTUCE IN SHADE 

Lettuce is one of the few vege- 
tables that will give satisfaction 
when grown under deciduous 
trees.
